and u ncontrolled credits, pu t at tiie 
disposal of the m erchants and m anu ­ 
factu rers of this cou ntry for the first 
tim e in fifty years.” 
An enthu siastic applau se ran throu gh 
the cerem ony as the president, a fte r 
affixing his signatu re, delivered 
an 
extem poraneou s 
speech, 
cha racteriz­ 
ing the desire of the a d m inistiation 
to 
tak e 
com m on cou nsel 
with the 
bu siness m en of the cou ntry and the 
la tte r’s efforts to m eet the govern­ 
m ent's advances as “the constitu tion 
of peace." 
The event cam e a t the close of a 
day of rejoicing in the national capi­ 
tal. for congress had recessed for tw o 
w eek s for the tirst tim e since it con­ 
vened

April.

leaders were ju b ilant becau se they 
had com pleted tw o big pieces of leg­ 
islation -the tariff and the cu rrency

as to provide heat, light and power to 
the people.

of his cabinet, the congressional com­ 
mittees on banking and currency and 
Democratic leaders in congress gen­ 
erally.

With a few strokes of the pen the 
president 
converted 
into 
law 
the 
measure to be known as the federal 
reserve act, reorganizing the nation a 
banking and currency system and fur­ 
nishing. in the words of the president, 
“ the machinery for free and elastic 
and uncontrolled credits, put at toe 
disposal of the merchants and manu­ 
facturers of this country for the first 
time in fifty years." 
An enthusiastic applause ran through 
the ceremony as the president, after 
affixing his signature, delivered an 
extemporaneous speech, characteriz­ 
ing the* desire of the adm mist! ation 
to 
take 
common counsel with the 
business men of the country and the 
latter's efforts to meet the govern­ 
ment's advances as ‘‘the constitution 
of peace." 
The event came at the close of a 
day of rejoicing in tile national capi­ 
tal. for congress had recessed for two 
weeks for the first time since it con­ 
amed 
last April. 
The Democratic 
leaders were jubilant because they 
bad completed two big pieces of leg­ 
islation— the tariff and the currency 
leform— in nine months, a perform­ 
ance which they considered unpre­ 
cedented in the history of the coun­ 
try. 
Vote in Senate 43 to 25. 


The conference report on the bill 
which passed the house by an over­ 
whelming vote likewise was adopted 
by the senate by a vote of 4." to 25, 
Republicans voting again 
with the 
Democrats. 
The engrossed 1)111, with 
the signatures of the vice president 
and the speaker of the house, were 
finally brought to the White Mouse. 
Speaker Clark, Representative Un­ 
derwood, Senator Owen and Repre­ 
sentative Glass, Secretaries McAdoo 
Garrison, Daniels, Lane and Wilson 
and 
Postmaster 
General 
Burleson 
were grouped around the president’s 
desk and in front of him crowded 
members of congress and many gov­ 
ernment officials. 
The group also included Mrs. W il­ 
son, her daughters and Mrs. McAdoo 
and Mrs. Owen. 
Four gold pens were used by the 
president in writing the bill into law. 
Me wrote the words, “ 23, December, 
1913, approved,” with one and used 
three pens in writing “ Woodrow W il­ 
son.” 
The last three pens he pre­ 
sented to Senator Owen, Representa­ 
tive Glass and Secretary McAdoo, co­ 
authors of the measure.. 
The first pen went to Senator Chil­ 
ton of West Virginia, who had sent 
up a gold pen of his own to be used 
in writing the date of the law’. 
The president was in a happy hu­ 
mor as he slowly wrote his name. 
“ I need not tell you," the president 
sold to the assembly group as he took 
up his pen, “ that I feel a very deep 
g. alineation at being able to sign this 
l)ill and I feel that I ought to express 
heartily the admiration I have for the 
men who have made it possible for 
me to sign this bill. 


Compliments Committees. 


“ There 
have 
been currents 
and 
counter currents, but the stream has 
moved forward. 
I think that we owe 
special admiration 
to the 
patience 
and the leadership and the skill and 
the force of the chairmen of the two 
committees 
and behind 
them have 
stood the committees themselves, ex­ 
ercising a degree of scrutiny and of

benefit of the bill itself. 
“ As for the bill itself I feel that we 
can say that It Is the first of a series 
of constructive measures which the 
Democratic party will show that it 
knows how to serve the country.

that I am not casting any reflections 
on the great tariff bill which preced­ 
ed it. 
"The tariff bill was meant to re­ 
move those impediments to American 
industry and prosperity which had so 
long stood in their way.

MANY SUGGESTIONS 


Secretary of the Interior Submits His 
Annual Report. 
Washington, 
Dec. 24— W ith 
hold 
strokes Franklin K. Lane, secretary 
of the interior, outlined, in his an­ 
nual report to the president, a broad 
policy in the conservation of the nat­ 
ural resources of the United States 
and pointed to the imi>ortant results 
that may he achieved through the de­ 
velopment of these resources under 
proper supervision. 
The report is unique. In that it con­ 
tains not a single recommendation. 
but numerous suggestions. 
Two notable and interesting predic­ 
tions are indicated rather than made. 
One is that the time is not far dis 
tant when coal of too low a grade "to 
stand storage or transportation will 
be converted into electricity at the 
mouth of the mines and widely dis­ 
tributed for lighting, heat and pow­ 
e r;” the other, that the gigantic force 
now wasting itself in the rivers of the 
country will be so controlled by dams 
as to provide heat, light and j>ower to 
the people. 
“ There exists a feeling in the West 
that its affairs and needs have not 
been given that consideration at the 
hands of the national 
government 
which they merit." said the report. 
“ This feeling is the sentiment of many 
who are without selfish motive.’

Control of Voters Over Council 


As previously pointed out, the coun­ 
cil will have only legislative powers, 
and the provision for initiative a.id 
referendum, contained in 
the new 
charter, gives the voters of the city 
a large control over them in the ex­ 
ercise of those powers. 
Under the 
referendum 
provision 
no ordinance 
passed by the council shall become ef­ 
fective until thirty days from the 
time of its last publication. 
If d ur­ 
ing this time, a petition signed by 
ten percent of the electors voting at 
the last election— which at the pres­ 
ent time would require only about 
150 signers— protesting against the 
passage of such ordinance, be presen­ 
ted to the council, the ordinance can­ 
not go into effect until it has been 
submitted at an election and been 
adopted by a majority of the voters 
of the city. 
It is thus apparent that 
it is practically impossible for the 
council to pass any ordinance which 
is not satisfactory to a majority of 
the voters. 
As the city grows in size 
and importance, it is apt to have the 
experience common to most of the 
larger cities, where a council, too 
readily influenced, has granted privi­ 
leges and franchises to the special in­ 
terests. 
Under 
the 
new 
charter, 
nothing of this kind may be done 
against the wishes of the voters of 
the city. 
But the control of the voters over 
the council is not limited to this pow­ 
er to block adverse legislation, 
lf 
a council, unprogressive or unrespon­ 
sive to the wishes of the people, fails 
or refuses to adopt ordinances which 
are for the best interests of the city. 
or are desired by the people, the vot­ 
ers are given the initiative in such 
matters. 
Under the provision for the 
initiative in the new charter, if a pe­ 
tition signed by twenty percent of 
th e voters, proposing the adoption of 
a particular ordinance, be submitted 
to the council, such council can do 
only one of two things, either w ith­ 
in twenty days pass the ordinance as 
proposed, or within twenty-five (lays 
call a special election, and submit to 
the voters of the city the question 
wheth er such ordinance should be 
adopted. 
If a majority of the voters 
vote in favor of it, the proposed or­ 
dinance becomes a law' without fur­ 
ther action by the council. 
If there were no other reason for 
the adoption of the new charter, these 
features alone, which are not con­ 
tained in the charter under which we 
are now operating, should be sufft- 
cent to influence every 
progressive 
voter in its favor. 


The Council of Five 


Under the proposed 
charter 
the 
commission or council consists of five 
men. 
Each ward nominates its own 
candidates from among its residents, 
but the entire city votes on these can­ 
didates. 
The elected candidate there­ 
by remains a representative of th a t 
certain ward, but is more truly a rep­ 
resentative of the entire city, which 
he should be. 
This council will be 
the regulative or legislative body— a 
board of directors, if you please. 
It 
will appoint a city manager to actual­ 
ly do the things which it decides on, a 
hireling, but an expert who can do 
them better than they themselves, but 
this manager will, nevertheless, al­ 
ways be under their control. 
This places the business manager 
in exactly the same position of any 
other appointed officer today. 
In a d ­ 
dition— with the recall the council 
will be more responsive to the wishes 
of the voters than under the present 
system.

overestimated. 
Thousands of people raise chickens 
enough to supply themselves with 
eggs and chickens to eat.

“Success in poultry raising is due 
largely to the sitill and care of the 
raiser— more so than in almost any 
other line of farm production.

“ For convenience we may divide 
fowls Into four classes, namely, egg 
breeds, meat breeds, general purpose 
and fancy breeds. 
A few of the diff­ 
erent breeds are Leghorns, Spanish 
Minorcas, etc., as egg breeds; Brah­ 
mas, Cochins and LangshaiiB as meat 
breeds; Plymouth Rocks, Wyandotts 
and Reds as general purpose fowls 


only to a moderate extent.
